lACUC Approved Exceptions to USDA Regulations or Standards (FY 2014) 


1. Controlled food or water intake (i.e., feeding less than once a day 
and/or watering less than twice a day for an hour each time). 

8 non-human primates were on studies using controlled water intake. The 
animals received ad-libitum water and/or juice during the experimental sessions 
as behavioral reinforcement for executing the required tasks. Unrestricted water 
access must be provided one day every week and there must be at least four 
days of unrestricted access per month. If controlled water intake will exceed six 
continuous days the Animal Resource Program (ARP) vet staff must be notified. 
Water access should be provided at the end of the last day of controlled water 
intake, and may be removed during the last day of unlimited access. This period 
of water access must consist of at least 24 hours of unrestricted access. 


2. Explanation of the E pain category procedures producing pain and 
distress and reasons pain reliving agents cannot be used. 

In one study 14 rabbits are infected with pathogenic bacteria. No pain relieving 
agents can be used to eliminate this discomfort without interfering with the 
validity of the study. All pain relieving agents such as aspirin, ibuprofen or 
acetaminophen reduce inflammation and thus decrease resistance to infection. 

In another study the use of prolonged restraint classifies the 19 rabbits in pain 
category E. Sedation was deemed inappropriate due to the study aim of blood 
collection over a 6 hour long period.
